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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. This office action is in response to an Appeal Brief filed September 30, 2002 and to the 
petition filed December 9, 2002. All of the previously presented rejections are withdrawn in view of 
the claim amendments that were agreed to by the Applicant. In view of the fact that sequences with 
SEQ ID NO: 1, 3 and 5 were searched, the petition is moot. The search results for all three 
sequences are attached to this office action. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue 
fee.
